Remarks 


The figures of births and deaths shown in this state- 
ment for the week ending the 4th March, I960 relate to 
193 towns with an estimated population of 25,193 thousands. 
The total number of towns is 224 and their population is 
27,926 thousands. Thus 66% of the total number of towns 
representing 90% of the total population is covered in 
this statement. The uunibers of births and deaths recorded 
in these towns were 12,645 and 8,925 representing birth 
and death rates of 26-1 and J8-4 per thousand of 
population respectively. 

(A) States [Patis A and (J ) . — The data here rolate to 165 
'towns with an estimated population of 22,148 thousands. 
Information for lliliar, and Assam oould not be inoluded. 
The total number of towns is 192 and their population is 
24,354 thousands. Thus 86% of the total number of towns 
^representing 91 % of the total population is covered. The 


numbors of births and deaths recorded ia these towns were 
11,234 and 8,042 representing birth and death rates of 
26-4 and 18 ‘9 per thousand of population respectively. 
The table at the end gives the position by -States. 

Malogaon in Bombay was the only one town which had 
a high death rate of 68 '5 per thousand of population and 
this high death rate was mainly due to deaths from fovers. 

(B) Sta'es (Part B ). — The data here relate to 28 towns 
with an estimated population of 3,045 thousands. The total 
number of towns is 32 and their population ia 3,57 
thousands. Thus 88% of the total number of towns repre- 
senting 85% of the total population is covered. The numbers 
of births and deaths reoorded Were 1,411 and 883 repre- 
senting birth and death rates of 24-1 and 15*1 per thousand 
of population respectively. No town reoorded a high death 
rate of 50 or o/er per bh miani of p >p dabion.
